Oldest  and  ranking 
hlghrat'  “Old  Natanu  Ilall,”  alia*  Prince¬ 
ton  College,  now  kndwn  a*  the  "Collsoeof 
Naw  JaBUT,”  which  lathe  peer  of  tho 
U«st  colleges  of  our  Country,  and  nnm ben 
on  it*  under  graduate  catalogue  four  hun¬ 
dred  students. 

The  College  of  Hew  Brunswick,  ie  a 
highly  i  •*  pec  table  oollegiaio  institution. 
There  are  four  Theological  schools,  Prince- 
too,  Predpterinn;  New  Bruoewiek,  Jie 
for* ui  Church  ;  Drew  at  kUdiscu,  Mttko- 
d,tt,  and  tier  man  at  Bloomfield,  ,7V#*6yt<- 

rtaa. 

There  are  a  number  of  well  established 
iocorporsted  Aeademiee  of  a  high  order, 
and  many  enoceeaful  private  schools  and 
acadeutlee  of  tho  first  class. 

But  while  much  praie*  and  extensive 
patronage  are  accorded  to  these  more  select 
institutions  of  learning,  we  are  gratified  to 
know  that  our  Poblio  School  System  has 
attracted  very  general  attention  and  ex¬ 
cited  special  admiration. 

We  have  Just  been  examining  for  the 
second  lime  end  with  deepest  interest  the 
recent  report  of  our  meet  devoted  and 
efficient  Slate  Superintendent,  E.  A.  Apjpir 
Ea*. 

We  confess  to  some  surprise  at  finding 
in  tins  report  no  reference  to  the  State  Nor¬ 
mal  and  Model  School  at  Treoton,  which 
has  attained  to  edch  just  and  wide  celebrity 
for  ita  effective  usefulness  in  training  teach 
era.  Is  it  not  a  part,  a  very  tmtntml  part 
of  our  Public  Sellout  -system  I 

Mr.  Apgar's  recommendation  of  the 
‘'Township  School  system,"  1.  e.  constitu¬ 
ting  each  townahip  a  district  with  six 
trustees  elected  to  servo  for  three  years, 
two  retiring  each  year,  meets  out  unquali¬ 
fied  approval.  D  ia  easy  to  see  that  it 
woufit  gn-atty  simplify  aurveltsnce  and 
maangr-mekt,  It  would  be  more  economi¬ 
cal  and  more  effective  for  good.  The 
change  could  be  easily  cfficled  sad  the 
Legislature  should  undoubtedly  adopt  the 
suggestion  and  pass  a  bill  to  this  effect  at 
the  present  station.  The  wonder  >e  tbst 
■o  o  >*K)ueau  improvement  as  thi*  moaeure 
proposes  should  have  been  delayed  so  long.
